Brandeis Signs Papers 
for Court Hearing 


NEW YORK, — The International 
Labor Defense today announced that 
Supreme Court Judge Brandeis has 
granted a stay of deportation until 
August 5 in the case of Edith Berk- 
man, held a prisoner in the Central 
Northeastern sanitorium in Rutland, 
Mass. 

This hard-won victory gives a pos- 
sible opportunity for arguing the 
Berkman case before the Supreme 
Court and for putting the fight 
against deportations on a stronger 
basis. This information came in the 
form of a wire from A. J. Iserman, 
I. L. D. attorney. 

Attorney Iserman left at midnight 
Monday to submit to United States 
Supreme Court Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis, at his summer home in 
Chatham, Massachusetts, an appeal 
from Senior Circuit Judge Gingham’s 
“decision” and a request for a stay 
of the deportation mandate. An 
application for bail, which has 6ev- 
eral times been denied, twice denied 
—in fact—since her protest hunger 
strike from May 7 to May 18—was 
included in the request to Justice 
Brandeis, but was denied on. the 
ground that she was in a sanitorium.
